DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a method for counteracting the occlusion effect of an electronic device delivering 
an audio signal to the ear. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of an 
additional microphone acoustically coupled to a cavity between an earpiece and the tympanic 
membrane to monitor the sound conditions in the cavity and uses the signal, in the analogue 
domain, in a feedback loop to the receiver to attenuate the low frequency part of the sound in the 
cavity in addition to all the claimed limitations of claim 1 . The closest prior art, Svean et al. (US 
6574359) discloses a digital signal processor for compensating for air-borne sound from the 
user's own voice, but fails to teach monitoring the sound conditions in the cavity and uses the 
signal, in the analogue domain, in a feedback loop to the receiver to attenuate the low frequency 
part of the sound in the cavity (See applicant's arguments page 13, line 1 to page 14, line 2 
submitted 6/16/08). The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent claim obvious.
